Local resident Betty Ball was admitted as the 
first an Honorary Freewoman of the Parish of 
Warboys. At a Special Meeting of Warboys 
Parish Council on Monday 14th August 2017.

Prior to presenting the 
award, the Chairman said the village has 
been enriched by Betty's enthusiasm and 
determination which, hopefully, was an 
ongoing inspiration to others." 

Betty made what was described as an 
"interesting, often amusing summary of her 
achievements" in a speech following her 
award, regularly quoting those people who 
had ably assisted her over the years, some of 


whom were present. 

According to the Parish Council, displays of 
photographic and written memorabilia were 
eagerly studied by all in attendance whilst 
joining Betty in a celebratory toast. 
Recycling Credits Bonanza 
The amount of credits generated by Warboys 
textile bank's has almost doubled last year's 
total, according to statistics released by the 
Warboys Parish Council. 

£968 has been generated in recycling credits 
from the use of the textile banks in the 
Library car park in Warboys High Street in 
the past year. 

In a statement released through social media, 
the Parish Council said "although there 
are lots of options to dispose of unwanted 
clothing either through charity shops or 
door-to-door charity collections, use of 
the textile banks means that the recycling 
credits are paid to Warboys Parish Council 
and can be spent on village facilities." 

All profits from the clothes and shoes that 
are collected in Warboys still go to charity via 
Planet Aid UK Ltd, a non-profit organisation 
who donate the proceeds to development 
work in Africa and India.

A new Fishing Republic has made its home 
in a former aircraft hangar in Warboys. 
Having opened on the Bank Holiday 
weekend, August 26th, the 7,000+ square 
feet store - which is ideally located at 
the heart of some of the finest river and 
lake angling in the country - offers an 
enormous range of tackle, bait, clothing and 
accessories, catering to the needs of carp, 
match, game anglers and general pleasure 
fishers alike. 

But transforming the property from disused 
recycling centre (its most recent function) to 
retail showcase has proved quite a challenge. 
As a former RAF Pathfinder Force station, 


Warboys Airfield was spared the ravages 
of World War 2. But this particular hangar 
proved unprepared for a freak gust, 
estimated at 95 miles-per-hour, which 
caused part of the building to collapse 
shortly after the lease was signed. 

Area Manager Steve Calder says, "When we 
took on the unit, in January of this year, we 
knew we'd have much to do. For starters, 
there was no drainage and no mains 
electricity. But we love a challenge and 
we're confidently looking forward to a June 
opening. Then came Storm Doris. 
"Inevitably, this put our plans back a couple 
of months. But it had to be done. Though we 
were advised that the collapse was caused by 
an unprecedented confluence of wind and 
other factors, meaning there was probably a 
one-in-a-million chance of a recurrence, we 
were not willing to take the risk." 

At least six staff are said to have been 
brought on-board, and the store is expected 
to open seven days a week 
Steve says, "In all, it will have taken us almost 
a year to get the new superstore off the 
ground but I'm confident - despite a few 
preliminary challenges - customers will 
agree: Fishing Republic Warboys will be well 
worth the wait." 



Two injured in

wedding car hire company with his wife Joan. 

Proudest achievement 

One of his proudest achievements was 
changing the ordinance survey map of Ramsey 
with the addition of Muchwood Green Burial 
Ground which he established with Jamie Rule 
and Chris Dyer of EP Brand (Farmers) Ltd. 

His funeral took place at Muchwood Green 
Burial Ground with the cortege including his 
favourite motorbike as well as his Alfa Romeo 
Spyder, and was followed by many of his fellow 
motorbike riders, members of the "curry club" 
together with the Alfa Romeo Owners Club, 
family from all over the UK and Northern 
Ireland, friends and neighbours. 

Tony leaves his parents, wife, daughter, step 
son, grandsons and a sister.

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CRUNCH YOUTH PROJECT 

making a difference in the community 



The CRUNCH youth project is managed 
by Your Neighbourhood Office but with 
young people in control, making decisions 
and developing activities not only for 
themselves but also for other people within 
the community. 

We applied for and were successful in 
obtaining funding from the Police & 
Crime Commissioner via Cambridgeshire 
Community Foundation. This funding wasn't 
for the young people themselves, it was 
specifically so that they could research other 
activities going on in the community and 
make some decisions about good causes 
they wanted to support. You may remember 
last Christmas they held a Christmas party 
for residents at the Red House care home. 
During the spring they researched pre-school 
facilities within Ramsey Parish and decided 
it would be nice to support a village 
organisation for under 5's. Sarah Griffiths 
from Ashbeach Ladybirds Pre-School 
explained that they were developing the 
outside space and particularly wanted to 
purchase early years woodworking tools. 
CRUNCH youth project thought this was 
a great idea so Sam and Tia went along to 
present a cheque to Sarah at their building 
next to Ashbeach School in Ramsey St Marys. 
Over the Summer CRUNCH contributed 
to the CREATE-Fest music festival by 
sponsoring the event compere, an event 
for the whole community which attracted 
around 2000 people. They also used the 
opportunity to do some fundraising for the 
youth club, which starts again on Thursday 
14th September at the Cricket Club. 

Time off during school holidays also gave 
a great opportunity for the young people 
to support another good cause they had 
researched - The Food Bank co-ordinated by 
St Thomas a Becket Church. Rather than just 
hand over money they wanted to research 
what was needed and shop for the items. 
Three of the girls; Tia, April and Sophie took 


on the taskand did a fantasticjob.They made 
sure they bought non-perishable items, a 
good range of items like tinned stewing 
steak, meatballs and hot-dog sausages as 
well as the usual beans and soups. They also 
thought about basic toiletries and sanitary 
products along with cereals and some treats 
for children. The £250 they had to spend 
went a long way and the girls managed their 
budget well adding up as they went around 
the shop buying goods in multiples of six 
or twelve. They filled two trollies and the 
volunteers at the foodbank were absolutely 
delighted to receive the supplies. 

It's so nice to see our young people making 
a positive difference within the community 
they live.

Reflex volunteers training to deliver the MyLife programme 


Rotary - Helping Young 
Offenders to get Back on Track 


T he Rotary Club of 
Ramsey has supported 
a programme, 'MyLife', 
developed and run by 
the Reflex Charity, to provide life 
skills training for young offenders 
to help their integration back into 
the community following release 
from prison. Nationally, there are 
some 850 to 950 youths (under 18s) 
in custody at any one time. Reflex 
works with around 40% of these 
during the course of a year. Young 
offender statistics currently show 
that 68% re-offend within one year 
of release. 

'MyLife' is an accredited course 
for young people which explores 
attitudes and behaviours, helps to 
increase achievement and build 
positive character. It addresses 
social, moral and spiritual 
development, bringing positive 
change to the lives of young 
people as they transition into 
adulthood, helping to break the 
cycle of offending and reoffending. 
The Rotary grant has supported 
the accreditation of the MyLife 
course, and an administrator to 
recruit and train volunteers to work 
with young offenders. In the last 
year, in excess of 200 youths have 
achieved accreditation through 
the course. As well as volunteers 


who work in prisons, a number 
of youth workers have benefited 
from MyLife training as part of an 
anti-gangs programme in London. 
Providing a local perspective on 
youth crime, Police Sergeant Andy 
Street of the St Ives and Ramsey 
Neighbourhood Policing Team said 
"whilst Ramsey and District suffers 
a lower rate of youth offending 
than many other parts of the 
country, we are still working hard 
to improve the current situation. 
Over recent years we have seen 
notable reductions in youth 
related anti-social behaviour and 
always try to tailor our response 
to reported problem areas. Police 
Community Support Officer 
Rachel Martin has a specialist role 
as Schools Liaison Officer and is 
working locally with pupils who 
have offended or are likely to 
become offenders, offering inter¬ 
ventions in order to steer them 
away from criminal behaviour. 
In recent times, the main area of 
reported youth crime has been 
through the use of social media. 
This includes cyber bullying and 
sexting. Local officers have been 
working with partner agencies in 
educating young people about 
the risks and consequences of this 
behaviour".

Ramsey Rotary are again selling 
purple crocus corms as part of 
World Polio Irridication Campaign. 
They have 10,000 corms on order 
for delivery commencing in 
September. So far pre-sales orders 


for 1,225 have been received mainly 
from a stall at Ramsey's Garden 
Show in July. The next opportunity 
to order/purchase corms will be at 
the Bury Horticultural Show on the 
9th September. 
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It's the age old image of a man 
and his dog - out on a country 
walk, the man throwing a stick 
and the dog keenly retrieving 
it again and again - but it's one 
that makes anyone who works in 
the veterinary world cringe and 
hold their breath. 


Every year veterinary surgeries see dogs 
with stick injuries, some minor and sadly a 
small proportion that are fatal. All from the 
seemingly harmless game of fetch with a 
stick. Injury can occur as a dog tries to grab 
the stick at speed. If one end gets jammed 
into the ground, the soft tissues in the mouth 
are no match for the other end of the stick. 

The problem with sticks - they have 
pointy ends and they splinter. 

Both these characteristics can cause serious 
problems for our pet pooches: 

• Minor stick injuries include wood splinters 
and cuts in the mouth, possibly causing local 
infection. This can often be sorted out by a 
clean and a course of antibiotics if needed. 

Sometimes fragments of the wood can 
become lodged tightly on roof of the dog's 
mouth, swelling follows making it harder 
to dislodge and again infection. This often 
requires a sedation or anaesthetic to allow 
the vet to remove the fragments. 

• Sharp edges of the wood can cause deep 
and extensive lacerations to lips, gums or 
the tongue. Some injuries need cleaning and 
stitching under anaesthetic. 

• Splinters of the wood can be swallowed by 
the dog and cause lacerations and possibly 
more serious complications in the digestive 
system. 

• The most serious injury is when the sharp 
end of the stick punctures the back of the 
dog's mouth. This can sever blood vessels or 
even puncture the oesophagus or trachea. 
The wood often splinters making the job 
of cleaning out the wound much harder. In 
these sorts of injuries, deep infection can set 
in which can track down to the dogs chest. 
What to look out for if you suspect a stick 
injury: 



• Excessive drooling 

• Pawing at the mouth 
Problems eating or drinking 

• Blood from the mouth or blood-tinged 
saliva 

• Gagging or retching 

If you see any of these signs please seek 
veterinary attention. 


How to avoid: 

We recommend you NEVER allow your 
dog to play with sticks. There are plenty 
of toys available to play fetch with that 
don't carry this risk. If your dog already 
loves sticks and always picks them 
up when out, it is possible to re-train 
them to the play with a toy instead. 
Seek advice from your local Cromwell 
Surgery.

Misleading missed delivery cards 
posted through letterboxes 


Residents are being warned about 
'something for you' cards arriving 
through letterboxes designed to look 
like they have come from Royal Mail. 
The cards which lack the Royal 
Mail logo look almost identical to 
the 'something for you' slips that 
are posted through homes when a 
delivery can't be made. 

To organise a redelivery the cards urge 
recipients to call a 0208 number, which 
is not registered to Royal Mail. After 
ringing the number the automated 
message asks for your details and 
consignment number 


A Royal Mail spokesperson told the 
Express: "The Royal Mail security team 
is looking into this incident as a matter 
of urgency. Customers should check 
delivery cards very carefully to ensure 
they are genuine, and remain vigilant. 
Although this card is similar to one 
of our Something For You cards, the 
Royal Mail logo is crucially missing". 
"Customers should also consider 
whether they are expecting a delivery 
from the company named on the 
card".

RECIPE OF THE MONTH 



Chard and Cheese tart 
with caramelised onions 


Visitors to the Walled Garden often ask what you can do with chard. 
Basically you can use it in any recipe that uses spinach. In this tart, 
you can substitute spinach for the chard. 


INGREDIENTS 

500 gm of shortcrust pastry 

2 large onions thinly sliced 
55gm butter 

500 gm chard or spinach 

3 large eggs 

120gm Gruyere (or you could use 
cheddar) 

METHOD 

1. Preheat oven to gas mark 5 or 190oC 

2. Line a 23cm tart tin with the pastry. 
Bake blind for about 20-25 minutes. 

3. Fry the onions very slowly until they 
are soft and slightly golden. Set 

aside. 


4. Strip the chard from the stalks. 

Chop the stalks into small sections. 
Cut the leaves into thin shreds. Bring 
a pan of water to the boil and cook 
the stems for about 2 mins. Take out 
of the pan. 

Then do the same with the leaves for 
a minute or so. Squeeze as much 
water out of the leaves as you can. 

5. Grate the cheese. Break the eggs into 
a bowl and mix with the chard, chard 
stalks and cheese. Spread into the 
pastry case. 

6. Cover with the caramelised onions 
and bake for about 25-30 minutes.

Small business hit by staircase 
tax as borrowing plummets 


Small firms across England and Wales are being hit with backdated business rates hikes because 
of changes to the way the Valuation Office Agency (VOA) assesses staircases, and the FSB responds 
to the Bank of England (BoE)'s announcement of a decrease in loans to smaller businesses. 


Previously, firms that occupied multiple 
floors within a commercial property would 
receive a single business rates bill covering 
all occupied areas. Following a Supreme 
Court rulingl, businesses now receive 
individual rates bills for each floor they 
occupy, provided the areas between the 
floors are communal. 

Firms will continue to receive a single 
rates bill if they occupy multiple floors but 
can access them via a private staircase or 
walkway. 

The change will result in substantially 
increased business rates for thousands of 
firms. The increases are backdated to April 
2015 in England and April 2010 in Wales. 
Mike Cherry, National Chairman at the 
Federation of Small Businesses (FSB), 
commented that "This latest twist in the 
business rates tale serves as yet another 
reminder of what a regressive system our 
entrepreneurs are faced with when it comes 
to this tax. 

"How can it be right that you're hit with a 
massively inflated bill simply because the 
staircase you use is shared and not private? 
And these bills are backdated, stinging 
firms that are still waiting on delivery of 
relief measures announced more than five 


months ago. 

"Enough is enough. Any sensible person can 
see that the business rates regime is fun¬ 
damentally flawed, penalising firms before 
they made their first penny in turnover, let 
alone profit. A fundamental review of the tax 
is long overdue." 

Additional trouble hit the small business 
market when the BoE announced a 
£200 million decrease in loans to smaller 
businesses in July. 

Following the announcement, Mike Cherry 
blamed a number of factors, including the 
expected impact of Brexit, saying: 

"What we're starting to see is a convergence 
of factors that could seriously threaten 
small business access to finance across the 
country. On the one hand you have reports 
that the European Investment Fund is 
already starting to pull up the drawbridge. 
On the other, the Funding for Lending 
scheme coming to a close in January. We 
look forward to feeding in to the Treasury's 
financing growth consultation to ensure 
we have the right mechanisms to replace 
these sources of support post-Brexit. They 
represent vital lifelines for ambitious and 
innovative small businesses aspiring to grow 
and scale-up." 


PAYING STAFF-THE BASIC 
LEGAL REQUIREMENTS

Equal pay and benefits if doing the same, 
similar, equivalent or equal value work to 
that done by someone of the opposite sex 
Not to be discriminated against on 
grounds of any of the protected character¬ 
istics under the Equality Act - sex, gender 
reassignment, pregnancy or maternity, 
being married or a civil partner, race, colour, 
nationality, national or ethnic origins, 
disability, age, sexual orientation, or religion 
or belief 

To be paid at least the applicable National 



Living Wage or National Minimum Wage 
appropriate to their age group as set by the 
government from time to time 

(For part time or fixed term employees) 
not to be treated less favourably than 
comparable full timers or permanent staff 
Of course setting the right rates of pay, 
deciding how to reward good performance 
or long service, motivating staff while 
remaining cost effective and streamlined 
are all issues that require proper consid¬ 
eration, and as you grow, you may want to 
consider a more formal salary structure and 
a salary review mechanism.

Vara Welcomes Government's 
Additional Funding for Cambridge¬ 
shire and Peterborough Roads 


Shailesh Vara MP has welcomed the 
announcement by the Department 
for Transport (DfT) of £3.5 million 
of funding for Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough roads. This follows 
a bid for funds by Cambridgeshire 
County Council and Peterborough 
City Council which was backed by 
Mr Vara. The funds will go to repair 
drought damaged roads. 

The funding comes from £75 
million which has been allocated to 
local councils nationally following 
a bidding process to the DfT's Local 
Highways Maintenance Challenge 
Fund Tranche 2A. The Challenge 
Fund is one part of the £ 6.1 billion 
being provided to local highway 
authorities in England, outside 
London, between 2015/2016 and 
2020/2021 to help keep Britain 
moving and the economy growing. 

Mr Vara wrote in strong support 
of the bid which will address the 
problem of fen roads being at 
greater risk of deterioration due to 
their construction on fen soil that 


is prone to subsidence. The funds 
will be spent on deeper treatment 
to badly affected routes and will 
make a real difference to make 
roads better for motorists. 
Following the announcement, Mr 
Vara said: 

"This is excellent news and I am very 
pleased that the Government has 
backed the Council's scheme for 
fen roads with significant funding. 
The roads provide vital vehicular 
access for many communities 
and their improved condition will 
ensure safer and better travel for 
motorists. 

"The Council's bid was one of many 
and it is encouraging to see that 
the Government has recognised 
our local need and provided the 
necessary funds." 

The money will go towards 
improving roads which will cut 
congestion, reduce journey times 
and improve reliability as well as 
helping to support local businesses 
and boost economic growth.

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MARY ELIZABETH MAWDESLEY WILL TRUST 


Miss Mawdesley was the daughter 
of the Vicar of Ramsey who died in 
1920. She was the aunt of the last 
Partner in the firm of Serjeant & 
Son, Solicitors, who bore the name 
"Serjeant". That is, Mr Robert (Bob) 
Serjeant who died in 1975. 

As a spinster, she devoted her life 
to good causes and charitable 
works. Belonging to the family that 
she did, she had some property 
which she was able to give 
towards a charitable endowment. 
This consisted of eight acres of 
agricultural land which was rented 
out and the income used to pay, in 
accordance with the terms of her 
Will, charitable donations to the 
widows (who found themselves in 
need) in the parishes of Ramsey, 
Bury and Upwood. 

Each year on the "Gooding Day" 
i.e. the 21 st December, the Trustees 
have handed out money to the ben¬ 
eficiaries. The Trust is not merely 
charitable since it also supports the 
upkeep of some graves belonging 
to Miss Mawdesley's family which 
can be found in the old churchyard 
at St Thomas a Becket Church, 
Ramsey. Accordingly, the income 
from a one-seventh part of the 
fund is appropriated towards 


the upkeep of the Mawdesley 
graves. In addition, the income 
from a further one-seventh part 
of the fund is given each year 
to the Church Restoration Fund 
of St Thomas a Becket provided 
that the Vicar or his substitute 
preaches on the 28th February 
each year a sermon in memory of 
the Mawdesley family (and this has 
been taken to mean in the memory 
of Miss Mawdesley herself). Since 
the graves do not require regular 
upkeep, the one-seventh part is 
added each year to the gift to the 
Church Restoration Fund. 

The remaining five-sevenths of the 
income from the fund is devoted 
to the making of donations to the 
widows of the three parishes. 

The agricultural land was sold 
some years ago and invested in 
a National Savings Income Bond 
worth £10,000 which currently is 
generating only a small amount 
of income, although at one time 
when interest rates were much 
higher there was a very healthy 
substantial income generated by 
this Bond for the Trust. In addition, 
over the years, there has been 
generated income at the rate of 
31/2% per annum from a War Loan 


which was recently capitalised 
as a result of the Government's 
initiative. This part of the fund is 
worth £701. 

The Trustees decided not to 
re-invest the 31/2% War Loan and 
use it as income bearing in mind 
that they may have to restore the 
£701 worth of capital. 

The income of the Trust, because 
of the low interest rates on the 
National Savings Income Bond has 
been approximately £130 a year 
but since the number of widows 
claiming has been small, it has been 
possible to make money available 
to the widows each year of about 
£10 and on the 21st December 
2016 the Benefit per widow was 
£10. The Church Restoration Fund 
received £36.76 on the preaching 
of the Mawdesley Sermon this year. 
The Trustees meet at the beginning 
of December each year and decide 
how much money to hand out and 
Notices are placed in the office of 
Serjeant & Son, upon the Town 
& Parish Council Notice Boards 
and in the Churches at Ramsey, 
Bury and Upwood, calling for the 
Benefit to be collected from the 
office of Serjeant & Son over a 
period of three days or so running 


up to Christmas, which usually 
includes the 21st December (the 
old "Gooding Day"). 

There is not very much money to 
be handed out each year but the 
additional cash for the widows is 
usually gratefully received and tra¬ 
ditionally people have wanted to 
collect this Benefit however small. 
Going back some years, people 
would be queuing at the office 
of Serjeant & Son for the amount 
which was in the region of a few 
shillings each. This was because 
the fund consisted at that time of 
agricultural land which produced 
very little in the way of rent. If 
interest rates increase in the future, 
the amount of the income will of 
course increase and be available 
for the benefit of the widows. If 
a widow is infirm or unable for 
any reason to be able to collect 
their Benefit from Serjeant & Son's 
office at Christmas time, they can 
appoint a friend or relative to 
collect the Benefit or their behalf 
and there is a form handed out for 
this purpose. 

The current Trustees are the 
Reverend Canon Richard Darmody 
(the Rector of Ramsey), Mrs 
Maureen Chapman, the Represent¬ 
atives of the Ramsey Town Council 
(former overseers of the poor), who 
are Mr Tony Lavender and Mr Brian 
Williams, together with whoever 


are currently the Church Wardens 
of the Parish Church of St Thomas 
a Becket. 

If any widow wishes to apply 
for Benefit under the Trust, they 
should write to the Trustees c/o 
Serjeant & Son, Solicitors, 101 
High Street, Ramsey, PE26 IDA, 
with brief details of their financial 
circumstances to be treated in 
confidence and the Trustees will 
make a decision at the beginning 
of December each year as to 
whether or not they can be added 
to the list of beneficiaries.

In honour of the 
prize giving, we thought we would take 
a look at each of the nominees 

Threads: The Delicate 
Life of John Craske 

Julia Blackburn 

Winner of the East 
Anglian Book of 
the Year 2015, Julia 
Blackburn tells 

the tale of Norfolk 
fisherman John 
Craske. Consigned to 
his bed from illness, he 
created paintings and 
later embroideries 
of the sea, including 
his huge masterpiece The Evacuation of 
Dunkirk. 

Threads is a book about life and death and 
the strange country between the two where 
John Craske seemed to live. It is also about 
life after death, as Julia's beloved husband 
Herman, a vivid presence in the early pages 
of the book, dies before it is finished. 

In a gentle meditation on art and fame; on 
the nature of time and the fact of mortality; 
and illustrated with Craske's paintings and 
embroideries, Threads shows, yet again, that 
Julia Blackburn can conjure a magic that is 
spellbinding and utterly her own. 

The Crime Writer 

Jill Dawson 

Jill Dawson draws 
on the mind of the 
eccentric American 
novelist Patricia 
Highsmith for her 
entry, The Crime 
Writer. Set in Suffolk in 
1964, the story is one 
of lust, demons and 
desires, as Highsmith's 
troubled life is 
complicated by her writing, an enigmatic 
young journalist and a secret romance with 
a married lover. 

A double Orange Prize Nominee and current 
Fens resident, Dawson has penned seven 


other novels including the much lauded 
The Great Liver, which was a Richard and 
Judy Summer Read. She has also edited six 
anthologies of short stories and poetry, and 
taught at the University of East Anglia. 
Masterfully recreating Highsmith's much 
exercised fantasies of murder and madness, 
Dawson probes the darkest reaches of the 
imagination in this novel - at once a brilliant 
portrait of a writer and an atmospheric, 
emotionally charged, riveting tale. Prowlers, 
sexual obsessives, frauds, imposters, suicides 
and murderers, all take their moment in this 
novel with surprising twists and powerful 
consequences. 

The Essex Serpent 

Sarah Perry 

Split between London 
and an Essex Village 
in the 1980's, Perry 
tells the story of Cora 
Seabourn and Will 
Ransome, a London 
widow and local vicar 
respectively. As they 
meet, their village is 
engulfed by rumours 
that the mythical 
Essex Serpent, once 
said to roam the marshes claiming human 
lives, has returned. Cora, a keen amateur 
naturalist is enthralled, convinced the beast 
may be a real undiscovered species. But Will 
sees his parishioners' agitation as a moral 
panic, a deviation from true faith. 

Top favourite, the Essex Serpent picked 
up Waterstones Book of the Year 2016 and 
has been described as one of the most 
memorable historical novels of the last 
decade. 

Told with exquisite grace and intelligence, 
this novel is most of all a celebration of love, 
and the many different guises it can take. 


Rosy Thornton 

From the white doe 
appearing through 
the dark wood to 
the blue-winged 
butterflies rising as 
a cloud in reminder 
of happier times, 
the creatures of the 
Suffolk landscape flit 
and flicker through 
the many short stories 

of Sandlands. 

The enigmatic Mr Napier is feeding a fox 
rescued from the floods; an owl guards a 
cache of long-lost letters; a nightingale's 
song echoes the sound of a loved voice; 
wheeling rooks above the patchwork 
countryside retrace the arc of a wartime 
Spitfire; in a Martello tower on a deserted 
shore Dr Whybrow listens to ghostly 
whispers. Rosy Thornton is a lecturer in Law 
and author of contemporary fiction, within 
which she enjoys exploring family relation¬ 


ships, while in real life she explores the local 
area with her two "lunatic spaniels".

Born in South Africa, author Fiona Melrose 
spent much of her adult life in Suffolk, 
and has enjoyed careers in academia and 
political analysis.

IS THERE AN END OF THE ROAD? 


You put the Park-run is in, you take some gym out, do the okey cokey and turn it around - that's what it's all about! 



I wastold this month that exercise, specifically 
of the running variety, is the secret to anger 
management. In fact, it was rather lauded 
as something of a cure-all. Bored, restless, 
irritable or even hungry - go for a run! This 
works in two of the many stages of running, 
namely the first (when everything is new 
and the PB's come in every week) and the 
last (when you have been running for long 
enough that you are zen-like about your 
general level of fitness). I am somewhere in 
the middle - generally speaking, every time 
I run there is something that irritates me. 
My time wasn't quick enough (or perhaps 
too quick), maybe I experienced a new ache 
or niggle, perhaps I took on a new route I 
wasn't expecting to be so challenging. This 
leads to more irritation, and more running, 
followed by a brief lapse of stopping, eating 
everything in the house for three days to 
make myself feel better, and then going out 
and regretting it for a solid week. Half way 
though this month I attempted to break the 
cycle of dissatisfaction - what follows are the 
results and a few tips I've picked up on the 
way. 

Back under 30! 

Lets kick off with the positives first. Regular 
readers will be glad to know I've not let 
my Parkrun go by the wayside - barring 
one unfortunate no-show due to the 
combination of a wedding, an open bar and 
something called the "gin of the month". 
Being back on the 5k train has paid off, and 
(alongside enjoying the beautiful lakes of 
Hinchingbrooke Park as we take the one-lap 
summer route) I have finally dragged myself 
back under the 30 minute barrier that had 
held me back since July. 

Part of this is due to the course, which 
omits at least one minor hill and enjoys a 
nice downward meander to the finish, but 
another is due to consistency. I've never been 
a schedule's man, preferring to take life as it 
comes, but making the Saturday morning 
parkrun a regular activity has allowed me 
to subconsciously prepare better each 
morning, gives me a goal to strive for, and 
keeps me in the zone throughout the week. 
This has inspired much thought into the 
values of a schedule, which I will come to 
later, but I wanted 
Harsh Realities 

With the half marathon approaching, I 
have pretty much curtailed my gym time. 
However, I wanted to share a little group 
exercise story, because its motivated me to 
get back into my classes. 

Staying up in Sheffield with my brother and 
his partner for a few days was something of 
a fitness culture shock - as I am sure I have 
mentioned in the past, both are far more 
active than I, often going as far as training 
several times a day. On this particular day, I 
found myself escorted out for a run (in which 
I was soundly out-exercised by a two-foot 
tall puppy) and later taken to the gym. 

Here, we set aside forty minutes, but it flew 


by in what felt like ten. The objective was 
simple - you have three minutes to do 21 
calories on the rower, 21 burpees and as 
many dumbbell snatches as you can. After 
three minutes, you do 3 less (18 calories, 
burpees) and so on until you reach 9. Simple 
enough, and despite the decline you really 
do feel the burn at around 15, and yet it was 
one of the most enjoyable sessions I have 
had this year. 

Why? Rather childishly, because it felt like a 
bit of a game. We were all vying off, having 
some fun in the rest periods, laughing at me 
getting a foot stuck in the rowing machine. I 
was having fun, and I ended up completing 
every round despite the fact I DESPISE 
burpees (just trust me) and smiling by the 
end. It just goes to show, its not always 
about the gains (although you will surely get 
them) but also about having a bit of fun with 
a few friends - once I have that in my mind, 
I'm all set! 

Time tips 

One of the things my trip up north taught 
me was the value of staying on task. Of 
course, as I am currently between jobs this 
is relatively simple, but in a few weeks the 
9-5 grind will again catch me in its web, so 


I've been pondering how to stay on top of 
this. Here's my top tips for maintaining your 
schedule: 

1. Don't be rigid 

Within reason, anyway. This can be quite 
easy when you're on a training plan (such 
as mine for the half marathon) but I find 
when I attempt this I either fall into the trap 
of overconfidence (plan too much and end 
up an aching, immobile mess in a week) or 
the peril or over-complication (try and fit 
in every activity around my exercise and 
end up missing it because I forgot about a 
ten minute shower and it messes my next 
four days up). My advice is have a couple of 
must-haves, maybe a long run and a fitness 
class, and then plan the rest as a goal. For 
example, say you want to run three times 
this week (one being your must run) and 
then fit them in as the time comes around. It 
also allows for a bit of variation, which as you 
are about to learn is crucial. 

2. Crosstrain like crazy 

Do not, under any circumstances, do the 
same thing every day. It will drive you nuts. 
I've tried this with indoor exercise when my 
confidence was low, and I grew so bored 
I was actually trying to write this column 


while on an exercise bike - not my best work. 
So try and build in some variation - my top 
tip is join a fitness class like circuit training or 
kettlebells that changes each week. It adds a 
social factor too, and you'll avoid falling into 
a trap of over-focusing on a single muscle 
group. 

3. The rest is in the rests! 

Be sure to build in your rest days. It may seem 
tempting to keep upping things, especially 
if you have a few exercise-mad friends who 
constantly train. At a certain point your body 
can take it, but you'll never know when you 
might snap. This has happened to me once 
and it put me out for a week - keep it slow 
and steady and you will win the race! 

A hair raising experience 
Lastly, I wanted to talk a little about 
confidence. I remember once hearing Marcus 
Brigstocke talking about his childhood 
eating disorder, remarking that "at a certain 
weight, you have to become a Goth". Now, 
I have no disorder, and I have never been 
described as Goethe, but now I look backthe 
more weight I had the more I seemed to let 
my hair grow out - and until recently I have 
never wanted to cut it. 

Now, I don't want to oversimplify, so I should 
mention there were a few factors that went 
into such a drastic transformation, the major 
factor being that I simply fancied a change. 
But there is an element of this that relies on 
confidence. I've been wearing my hair long 
for over a decade (I think, certainly since 
secondary school), and I've come to realise 
that the only thing truly holding me back 
was fear of change, the fear of things being 
worse. 

This is the part of me that has, strangely, 
changed the most since I started this. 
Not only do I feel different, I've been able 
to literally witness myself changing and 
become comfortable with it. I don't fear 
being a different person, because I am, and 
nothing has been lost while so much more 
is gained. It's bizarre to think that such a tiny 
change in lifestyle (and quite a lot of work 
from the marvellous Sam at Barnetts!) can 
have such an impact, but it does! I'm happy 
to say I'm a new man, and now I look it!... And 
it is so much easier to wash... it doesn't get 
in my eyes when I'm running... what was I 
thinking before!!! 

13 point what? 

As ever, fears don't go away, they just shift, 
and now the terrifying prospect of my 
first half marathon approaches. How do I 
feel? Nervous, of course, as well as rather 
nervous... and did I mention I'm nervous? 
Training isn't going to plan, but I haven't let 
myself down yet. Its all hard work from here, 
so expect plenty of running next month 
and if you see me out, sweating away, feel 
free to wave or say hi....Or, as an old friend 
demonstrated this month, a little light¬ 
hearted abuse. She was right, I won't get 
anywhere walking it!).
